Hi Gang, 


I didn't have much time for CX this year, but did manage to fill a log 
page. Forty meters was really hopping with classic rigs. Carl K8NU was 
putting in a big signal from Columbus with his 32V3/75A4 combo. Really nice 
note on the old Collins transmitter, soft, like aged bourbon. Sandy W5TVW 
put in a nice signal with his SR-400; I looked for his Hartley later on 80 
m, but didn't hear him. 


Brian Wa5UEK sounded great with his Ranger and NC300 from Plano, Tx, even 
though he gave me the worst signal report (RST 329!) I've had in years. Al, 
N5AIT, sounded great, too, down in Ky with his Globe Scout and Drake 2B. I 
worked a couple of Central Electronics rigs, each paired with a Drake 
receiver: Paul KONO with his CE100V and Drake 2C, and Paul K2LMQ with his 
CE200V (driving a 30L1 amp) and R4A. 


It seems I work Howie WB2AWQ once a year, and tonight he was running his 
homebrew (1923 design) Hartley, using a pair of UV202s and an HRO receiver. 
I think he used the same rig last year, if I remember right. Ray W2EC had a 
Heath AT-1 on the air tonight, paired with an SP-600 (talk about opposite 
ends of the cost spectrum!) It put in a nice signal, with just enough chirp 
to give it some personality. 


I started the adventure this year with an AF-68A and PMR-8. The AF-68A 
warbled a bit at first, but quieted down as it warmed up. Then I pulled my 


old Hallicrafters FPM-200 off the shelf for its once-a-year workout. At 
first, the old rig only put out 5 Watts, but slowly the power drifted 
upwards, reaching 120 Watts after an hour. Don't ask me why. Howie, 
WB2AWQ, wins the "CX Politeness Award" for describing the FPM-200's note 
has having a "distinctive sound." That's distinctive, as in the sound of a 
surgery ward in the days before anesthesia.

That is exactly what it is. A Meissner Signal Shifter. It is a later 
version, with the calibrated scales, but still uses the plug-in coils, which 
were stored in the drawer. I have one also, identical to yours, along with a 
host of other SSs. I have not looked at it in a long long time, but if it is 
like any of the others it just requires 115 VAC to operate. The 150 was the 
matching transmitter, a big unit similar to the HT-9 or AF-100. Makes a good 
transmitter for the AWA OT contest.

Marty, 


I don't quite know how to tell you this, as it will probably break your heart, but 
your Stancor 69's note was both chirpy and unstable on 40 m. But, hey, how many 
people would be crazy enough to put it on the air? I think it shows character, 
actually, so don't worry about it. There were plenty of chirpy, drifting signals 
heard here - I think my own DX 40 and VF1 were viable challengers in that 
department. Someone with a narrow filter would have had a problem keeping up with 
those two. 


CX was very busy this year. Operating from the west coast is obviously different 
than the midwest and eastern seaboard. 20 was open late - I was working contacts 
as late as 0210Z. 80 was a complete bust - I heard exactly one station there, and 
he did not hear me. 40 was excellent. I used my newly repaired rotary loop which 
hears very well - the noise level was very low. 


K2MYR, W8KGI, N5AIT, W7ID, and VE7XF were consistently loud, most on both 20 and 
40. W1FWB was especially strong at 0120 on 20 with his Commanche! Lots of 
Heathkits heard and worked, some with my Apache and DX 40. Where did all the 
Marauders come from? I note that Brian, WA5UEK, had a dominating signal with his 
Warrior and Ranger. I will have to haul out my Warrior, fix the HV, and then see 
if my operating desk will take the weight of the Apache, Warrior, and Mohawk. 


Best rig I had on the air this year was my recently repaired Hallicrafters Cyclone 
III, AKA SR400A. I had a lot of questions about that rig - some people know what 
it is, but some probably thought it is a recent transceiver. I finally started to 
send "Halli SR400A." Maybe I should have spelled out Hallicrafters. It really 
tore up the bands - the crystal filter helped with all the stations crowded around 
7045. Mystery question - several people remarked that the Cyclone signal was 
stronger than the Apache, although the wattmeter showed approx the same output for 
both. I think it may have something to do with centering signals in receiver 
passbands, or something. 


Had fun, see you all again. BTW - I think that the actual weight of the 
boatanchor should count in the score multiplier.

That is the Grand High Exalted Mystic klystron. Basically, it is a very 
high frequency (gigaHertz) low power oscillator. That long lead generally 
couples into a cavity of some sort, and that odd stuff off the side is 
the tuning mechanism. Originally a Western Electric number, these 


klystrons were made by the tons during Wolrd War 2 for use as local 
oscillators in radars. The design lasted for many years in new designs, 
making it one of the classic tubes. Lud Sibley has pointed out that years 
after World War 2, the Japanese and Germans were manufacturing and using 
a tube that led to their downfalls.

It is an early X-band klystron oscillator. It was also known as a 2K25. Most 
of the early ones were black and the later ones blue. The long pin out the 
bottom is the actual RF output and was typically inserted into a waveguide. 
The adjustment on the side changes the frequency of oscillation. I used to 
play with those in the early 60's at microwaves while in HS. 73 - Mike

I belong to the Northland Antique Radio Club which is fortunate to have its 
meetings at the Pavek Museum of Broadcasting here in Minnesota, specifically 
St. Louis Park which is just north of Minneapolis. I'd heard about the 
museum for some years now but had no interest in a "broadcast" museum. 

After joining Northland and attending my first meeting, I got a chance to go 
through the museum, taking all the time I wanted. You gotta hear this. 


It is nothing short of being absolutely amazing! I left there in awe of 
what I'd seen. Probably the most amazing display of radio equipment that I 
will ever see! I got to see a selection of ham radio receivers and 
transmitters, including a 32V and 75A1, and an amazing amount of crystal 
radios, tube radios from the teens, 20's, 30', 40's, plastic radios, 
military radios, televisions, tubes and even more tubes. I got to see a 
Deforest Audion and a real coherer. They have vintage test equipment, 
turntables, broadcast stuff including alot of really cool microphones (for 
the BA AM guys like myself). They even have fully operational spark station 
set up! There is also a ham station setup running a Collins KWM-2 and 
30L1, a 75A4, and a 51). 


Even the vintage broadcast stuff was facinating. You want to see speakers? 
Up on the roof supports hang a pair of the two biggest speakers I have ever 
seen (out of an auditorium), and yes, there was music coming from them 
during my visit. Also alot of radio dealer signs and dealer stuff. They 
even have a Philco Radio neon outdoor sign lit up above a 1939 display. 
Its gorgeous. 


Now I haven't seen the entire museum yet, and one visit isn't enough to see 
everything. So if you are ever passing through Minneapolis/St. Paul, you 
should put the Pavek Museum on your list! It is an incredible experience. 


Here is the Pavek museum URL http://www.pavekmuseum.org/ as they have a 
website which talks about the museum and their goals. The museum is a 
strong supporter of youth education and has offers youth education programs 
in broadcasting and radio history thru today. A staggaring amount of 
students toured the museum last year. You can also join the Pavek Museum 
and become a supporter as well as be supported by it. Membership is $20 per 
year. One of the benefits is access to their entire collection of antique 
radio documents, schematics, manuals, and technical and historical support. 
By the way, their web site shows a few pictures of the museum to give you an 
idea of the size of the place. By the way, the Pavek Museum also offers a 
seminar on restoring old radios, where you bring your project to class and 


restore it. 


I must comment about the Northland Antique Radio Club (NARC). The meeting 
yesturday had no (zero, zip, nada) business to discuss, but got right into 
the program where we learned how to rewind speaker field windings, saw a 
demonstration of a AM broadcast peak/null loop antenna by an enginner from 
Amplifier Research who designs and manufactures tube based amplifiers, a 
demonstration of the first wireless control of a console radio (the remote 
control was bigger than a cigar box and yes had a tube in it). Remember, 
this was the 30's. They talked out IF coil troubleshooting problems and 
solutions. They also had a small tailgate swapfest prior to the meeting. I 
guess if I have to think of the one thing that impresses me the most about 
the Northland Antique Radio Club it would be the membership. I think I read 
that they have 300 some members and the ones I've met at the meeting are 
guys who know tubes and tube radios, troubleshooting, parts. Its incredible 
but not all unexpected as a club is only as good as its members. One of the 
reasons I joined the club is for the networking. Like most of you folks, I 
like to restore old ham radio equipment and NARC is a wonderful resource for 
parts, history, and knowlege. Here is their URL:
